The systcim of food control, put 
into practice throughout a large 
part of Europe, pari.s of Asia and 
in some of the American countries, 
have for their purpose the obRer\- 
ance of a mandate observed in many 
places during the Middle Ages, pro- 
viding "the common first food of 
poor and rich alike." The long 
period of the reign of Individualism 
Is thus being interrupted by the 
1 "•cognition of the com^non weal on 
the one hand and by government 
interference In the mutter of the 
food supply in the same interest on 
the other. Such recognition was 
one of the basic thoughts which in- 
spired tbe vbilosophy and the social 
order ot the Middle Ages, and food 
control, the control of the essential 
requisites for the physical well- 
being of the people, was considered 
not only a right but even a duty 
by society, and its chlefcst admin- 
istrative organ tin- State. Many 
Interesting rases might be cited 
from the liistory of Italy and Ger- 
many to illuBtrate this point. A 
Highly instructive Illustration to 
the same effect Is offered from the 
history of Ireland by a ooatrtbutor 
to tfae Irish Theological Qaarterly. 

Sean Gall tells us in the article 
mentioned that la the ages of faith 
the primary duty of the Irish cor- 
poration was "to control all c6m 
coming Into the town, whether by 
Koa or land, to provide daily bread 
tor all lnhabiLant.s alike." Not 
iiicM'ly food stuffs but prarticAlly 
all imports were put beyond the 
power of traders not satisfied with 
"an honest penny." The Mayor of 
Kilkenny (1S02) ordained "tbat no 
assise of victuals (fixing their mar- 
ket price) be made In the borrough 
except by tfae common consent of 
the Burgesses and the consideration 
of tiie Bailiffs." Inistioge I120K) 
imd Kells {1210) Issued similar 
1 (Kuiutions. 

Attempt at fraud by -those who 
wished to make unjust gains out of 
the common need was a dangerous 
game. Gvery ship entering (Jork 
(1389). we are told, after paying 
rustoma bad te aaroll witb the 
Uailtff of tba towa the master's 
name and the names of the con- 
rlguees of all corn or other mer- 
chandise. Every buyer had to 
transact business by daylight, "be- 
fore dinner;" he was bound to 
grant "lot" to all citizens who de- 
manded "lot" of him before Hun- 
get on tbe day the com wa< 
bought. To prevent deception in 
tlie purchase all bnyers and aellerj 
were urgwl to reeoDd their nwnos, 
the quantity Involved and the pur- 
chase price at the Olid Hall. To 
prevent secret baying of say a ship- 
load of coni. It was ruled tbat be- 
fore the cargo was unloaded all the 
various parties were to txe enrolled 
at the Olid Hall, "on pain ot for- 
feiture of the com." In the event 
of proven deception or improper 
collusion the buyer's goods were to 
t>e seiasd and their value given to 
the foreign seUar (importer), tbe 
forfeited cora was dirldad anowc 
the cltisens and the price obtained 
paid to the Bailiff. 

The price for comniunal pur- 
chases, "an honest price," "a Just 
price." was flxod by the Corpora- 
tion or the Gild merchant. lu 
Waterford (143«-34) the Corpora- 
tloa were cam—on buyere for all 
Imports Into Che 4dty aad dlatrfbated 
them to all "cttisees and com- 
munalty of the same as tbey shall 
see bebonftaU."

For a time the 
young prlesjt was chaplain to the 
Loretto Sisters at Bettilelu'in .\cad- 
i'niy. He went from there to 
Flaherty, Meade county, where in 
1893 he built St Martin's church, 
of which he 1.1 harge for some 
time. This diuicu Is considered 
today one ot tbe finest country 
churches in the diocese.

Rev. Edward J. Wallace, of 
Brooklyn, who died lu France re- 
cently, was the first priest in the 
I'ui'ed States to give his life for 
his country and possibly the first 
clergyman, t'ather Wallace died or 
the effects of gassing sustained 
while ministering to the dying on 
the battlefield. Father Wallace was 
commissioned a fflrat Lieutenant on 
September ST. MIT. and sailed for 
France last May. He was a son o.'' 
Mrs. .Mary Wallace, of 1063 Dean 
street, Brooklyn, and served as 
chaplain at Fort Hamilton, N. Y., 
for a while after lils ordination. He 
Hpf)ke eight language.^ lluently and 
was a skilled musician ami com- 
poser. Father Wallace was thirty- 
three years old and seemed to have 
a premonition of his death, the fol- 
lowing letter to his mother and 
sister Mary being atnt to' (Rev. John 
H. Long, of St John's College, to 
be delivered In the event of his 
death: 

"In the name of the Father, and 
of the .Son and of the Holy <ihosl. 
My Dearest Mother and .Sistei' Maiy: 
l.\s I write the.se lines I am under' 
orders to go Into the danger zone, 
,in(l I want you to know that my 
thoughts and feelings are of you 
and that dearest spot on earth 
called home. I have commended 
' niyself to the Sacred Heart of 
j Jesus, which has been my greatest 
I comfort :>p.'.\ c(ui':nlaf ion ail through 
'life. Ne\i ;.i i.i.il. I owe voii, (leai- 
I i^st nii)|li''i .iihl .~i.~tei . all that 1 
•am. Voiir good ami holy lite wa.- 
.1 luoilel which 1 s(ri(\c 10 iiiiltale. 
Voiii love anil leaiiiings led nif to 
dod's altar, and in my own way 1 
nave tried to follow yoiM* holy 
counsel. God baa been exceeding 
kind to ne In glvlag me Arst sacb 
a mother aod sister and ehooslnir 
tne to be one of his disciples. I 
Have tried to fulfil my duties as a 
prleat at Ood to the best of my 
abiliiie.s. Healizing my many shoii- 
comings and defeels, I humbly ask 
God's pardon if I have offended 
Htm In any way.

"If Ood so will, dearest mother 
and Mary, that 1 should be called 
home to Him, do not grieve for me 
nor murmur against his holy will. 
Remember He gave me to you and 
has an absolute right to call me 
when and wbere H may please Him. 
One could not fail ta a more beau- 
tiful cause than to die for my God 
anu my country. As I write I can 
hear aad see tbe glare ot tiie can- 
non. Tet I have no fear since Ood 
Is ray pMtaetar. I have always re- 
membwed yiM. dearest motbar. and 
Mary, every day at the altar. The 
happiest hour of the day was at 
holy mass, and oh, what a comfort 
and consolation my priesthood has 
been. I can never sufficiently 
thank Gcd for his klndaasa to mft 
In giving me a vocatiOB to the 
priesthood. He lias blessed me 
wltb many kind friaads, aad I want 
to convey ray slncerest thanks to 
them all.

A Dublin correspondent writes 
that Ireland soon may become a 
"patchwork quilt" of conscription 
districts and nonconscriptlon dis- 
tricts, according tq^ipiembers of the 
Irish Recruiting Council, whose al- 
lotted time for raising 50,000 
volunteers as an alternative to 
'Conscription Is drawing to a close, 
ttrlth the 'jallotment as yet ' unfilled. 
The council, which is composed of 
Ive Irishmen, representing all par- 
lies, has divided the country into 
ten districts, with a (|Uota for each, 
und has arranged with the Govern- 
ment that in districts which All 
their quotas conscription will not 
i)e applied, even though the total 
of volunteers falls below the re- 
aulred 50.000 men. It is generally 
predicted tbat some of tbe districts 
will fall tar short ot their quoUs, 
And there oonscrlptlon is expected 
to be Inaugurated, even at the cost 
of resistance. The objection of 
many young Irishmen to entering 
(he army and the traditional Irish 
(lostflity to the War Office is being 
met by recruiting agents by point- 
ing out the special attractions ot the 
Royal air force. This service is not 
under control of the War Office, 
and It baa tbe added advantage of 
baring many nontlghting positions. 
Political feeling runs high, bow- 
ever, and the dass of voung men 
who make the best soldiers, the 
"missile troops." are not volunteer- 
ing in large numbers. 

Two or thit-e members of the 
Irish Parliamentary parly have 
identified themselves with the re- 
cruiting campaign, but the party 
.\n a whole has held aloof. Side 
by side with ttie operations of the 
Recruiting Council. Col. Lynch, 
member of Parliament, is conduct- 
ing a erasade of his own, with the 
view ot organising a brigade which 
he hopes to command. Col. Lynch 
fought on the side of the Boer.s 
against Great Britain, but his feel- 
ings toward the present war havp 
led him to lay aside all racial feel- 
ing and come out on the side of 
the AIMes. ^

The summer home of the late 
Cardinal Farley has been turned 
ov«r to the Christian Brothers of 
Ireland as a novitiate. 




The one thing that will stand out 
Diominent in the records of Camp 
Zachaiy Taylor during the influ- 
'nza epidemic of October, 1918, 
will be the work of the Slaters who 
same to nurse the soldiers In the 
siege. They came at the Invitation 
of Chaplain Barrett, of tiie 
iCnlghts of Columbus War Activi- 
ties, and have worked day and night 
in the two emergency hospitals near 
the area of the K. C. building No. 
I. filsters from every convent and 
Infirmary in Louisville and adjacent 
territory responded to the call for 
aid and needed no instructioiia as 
to their duties. The Sisters are 
working In the barracks that were 
formerly sleeping quarters of the 
men and have now been turned 
Into eiiiemeiicy hospitals. They 
work In day and night shifts and It 
Is a beautiful sight to see the whlte- 
rctoed nuns passing from cot to 
cot during the dark hours of the 
night, with never a semblance of 
murmur or complaint, with a smile 
(or every man and never a thought 
of recreation or entertainment. The 
altar from building No. 4 ot tbe 
Knights of Columbus haa been 
transferred to tfae sleeping quasars 
of the Sisters, and mass Is cele- 
brated every moiniof; by one of 
the chaplains. This was one place 
liunday where mass was rea<l at 
the camp, but of course only for 
the nurses In the service ot the 
United States. 

The Queen's Daughters, who have 
Seen serviirg coffee and . rolls to the 
noldlers every Sunday morning, have 
not been idle, even though no men 
«re going to communion. As soon 
(IS they found their work was 
Plopped they began to make boullion 
for the base hospital and turned 
all of tlieir efforts to helping th-; 
sick men. 

Two entertainers of the Knights 
of Columbus circuit were victims 
of tbe Influensa. Harry Andersonv 
a roller skater of much abiUty. 
died on Tuesday alght, followed by 
Private Miller, who died Thursday 
afternoon. Both ot these men were 
ivell known at all of the Knights 
of Columbus bnlldlngs. and their 
deaths cast a deep gloom upon the 
SecreUrlal staW, who knew tbsm 
(veil.

Several of the nations allied with 

Germany are making overtures for 
peace. There is no need of any 
preliminaries on their part. Tbe 
way la open and plainly marked out 
for them. If ever a man made his 
position clear to even the moat 
obtuse. President Wilson did In his 
last word letting the world know 
what America Is fighting for. The 
President told the nations nothing 
new, nothing but what he has told 
them from the moment we entered 
the war. He declajrea that the Oot- 
emment of the United States In 
her peace demand.s stands on the 
Arm basis of elemental justice. He 
will brook no compromise of prin- 
ciples that are eternally right. Ho 
makes it plain that he i> speaking 
not only to Germany but also to 
our associatee In tbe war. To tbe 
enemy ho gives the terms of peace, 
unconditional surrender not only of 
arraa but of all selfish alms. To 
those that are associated with us in 
tbe war he saya that they must 
come Into the peace eonferenee with 
clean hand*, without hope of terri- 
torial or commercial spoils of war. 
There must be no war after the 
war, no secret treaties or under- 
standings. The nations must deal 
their cards above board and play the 
game aqnare. This prononneement 
sounds a new hope for hnnantty. It 
may seem bold, but the IFtesldsat of 
the United States has a right to 
make the terms of peace. Ho could 
claim that right because bis nation 
Is TniBk*''g victory possible. He does 
claim It beeanae hia terms are dic- 
tated by the eternal prlnel^ea of 
right And every advocate of peaoe 
with justice stands behind Mm. 



forglveneas, so nations must make 
reparation for the wrongs they have 
done. That ia why BelKlum and 
France and even Gngland speak of 
the necessity of exacting reparation 
from Germany at the peace table. 
They knotr well enough the Catholic 
principles of justice and they Insist 
upon the application of theno to the 
conditions which have been brouf;ht 
about by the war. In this they are 
right. Bnt the dlflVonUy wUl be for 
Germany to make repumtion. A 
bundled yeara would not be long 
enough for her to repair all the un- 
just damage she has caused in this 
war. When a penitent sinner In 
the tribunal of penance Is unable to 
make restlttttlon at ooee a promiae 
is exacted that be do ao •« tar aa 
he can and aa soon as he can. and 
not until that promise has been 
given is absolution given. We rather 
suspect that this is to be the case 
with Germany. The nations will 
have to rely on her promise to make 
restitution to Belginm and to 
France. When ahe comes to the 
peace table she will have little left 
with which to restore. We assume 
that the day of peace is not so very 
far off. But far or near, the duty 
of reparation wlU reat npon Ger- 
many whenever the peace conference 
assembles. Tbe only matter for dis 
cuspion will be the extent of the 
duty and Germany's power of ful- 
filling It.

Cardinal Rourm-. Archbishop n| 
Westminster, recently dedicated a 
war shrine at the old pro-Catbedral 
the Church of Our Lady of Victories 
at Xenaington, in London. In the 
course of his address the Cardinal 
gave a sturdy lead regarding the 
Issue of the war. Hi.s Kmlneno' 
said in part: "Be not misled liy 
some of the pernicious things th.^t 
are occasionally said and written 
today about peace. Often we are 
told that It is the greatest blessini; 
God eaa heotow, but it is not unless 
founded upon justice. Do not bo 
carried away by formulae, such as 
'no indemnities and no annexation,' 
beeanae Justiee may demand Indem- 
nltlea and aaBezatlons, and to get 
peace without justice is to get peace 
that would not last, and is not 
worth having."

ADOPT Am BOVTB. 



Airplanes aad ti^nks are being 
used by volunteer chaplains and 
field eeeretariae %ltb the Knights 
of Columbus to serve the American 
soldiers "over there." Two chap- 
lains, the Rev. John Moran, of Eu- 
gene, Ore., and the Rev. John 
SnlllVen, of Tuckahoe, N. Y., were 
the first priests to make their 
rounds by the air route. The Rev. 
Father Sullivan uses airplanes sev- 
eral -times a week and thus is able 
to visit field hospitals within a 
radius of 200 miles of his camp. 
Airplane transportation was used 
by the Rev. Father Koran for the 
ft rat time when he received two 
calls to say field masses oae Sun- 
day morning. The call essne <rom 
villages fifty miles apart where 
troops were billeted. An aviation 
pilot solved the problem for Chap- 
lain Moran by offering to take him 
to both places, and he went. The 
result was a field mass at one vil- 
lage at 6 o'clock in the momln/^nd 
at another mess In the village fifty 
miles further on at 7:80 a. m. The 
Rev. Bdwln O^ara, rector of the 
Cathedral at Portland, a volunteer 
chaplain for the Knights of Colum- 
bus, used a tank to fulfill an en- 
gagement to say mass to distant 
troops, and a Secretary went with 
him to supply the soldiers with box- 
ing gloves and baseball material for 
use after the services.

They saw him 
fall, and two of them ran forward 
to carry htm in; but at first he 
wanted only to <be left to die. 

'Dont touch me." he said. "I'm 
done for, and I couldn't bear the 
moving." 

"But the I.,leutenant told us to 
bring you in," they Insisted. 

"If It's a command, then do It," 
and the wounded man set his 
teeth to bear the movement In 
silence. They raised him as gently 
as they could ead carried him to 
the dresslag station, whlA was 
half a mile away. Two ot his 
trlends went with him, and also the 
Lieutenant, who had a weak spot in 
his heart tor the big Veadean, 
whom he looked apoa as liis 1>eet 
soldier. 

"l.s that you, sir?" OelLneau 
asked, as he was borne along the 
edge of the rutty track. 

"Yes, Gelineau, it is I," replied 
the Lieutenant. "Can I do anything 
for you? Do you want a drink?" 

"^It's my rosary, sir." exclaimed 
the wounded man, "It Is In the 
right-hand poeket of my tunic." 

The Lleutsnaat put his hand into 
the pocket Indicated, and without 
.stopping the little procession he 
placed the rosary in the nerveless, 
though uninjured fingers which 
were held out to receive It. As he 
did so he noti'^il the .startling pal- 
lor of the man's face. His head 
had fallen back and the short beard 
pointed skyward: the closed eyes 
already seepied snakea, aad the 
Hps. parted aad colorless, moved a 
little. The officer's eyes traveled 
down to where the rosary beads 
were slipping through the fingers, 
more used to planting grain than 
to the work of destruction they had 
had to carry out that day. 

"Halt!" the Lieutenant gave the 
word; and the little party stood 
still and gently lowered the 
stretcher onto the dusty remains of 

a OSS beside the roadway. The 
eutenant moved forward a pace, 
then paused aad bared his head; 
for t^e rosary had fallen to the 
gronad. And the stretcher-bearers 
saw that the man they bad hoped 
to save was dead.

We know a young 
wife who writes every day, a 
mother who sends the simple events 
of the day every evening, and these 
letters have been never ending 
sources of comfort to the husband 
and the son. It has been a pretty 
custom through the present war for 
the girls who know the boys of a 
company to send little words ot 
cheer or pretty cards, appropriate 
verses and In fact little presents of 
anything that could be thought to 
please those boys of ours who are 
flghtlng for us on those foreign 
fields with so very little chance of 
having any comfort from as but 
our prayers and letters.
